Both train s w ere headed w est­ 
w ard at the tim e of the accident. 
The engineer and firem an of the 
second train w ere killed w hen their 
locom otive ran into the re a r of the 
first train , which w as sw itching 
ca rs on a curve. 
Both Crew* At Fault 
The victim s w ere engineer E d ­ 
ward Chaffin. 62, and firem an Irvin 
R. C roft, 34. both of H anover, Pa. 
The ICC investigators said the di­ 
rect cause of the m ishap w as a 
failure on the p art of the crew of 
the second train to ascertain the 
sta tu s of the freight ahead. 
On the other hand, the report 
said the first train should, under 
the rules, have furnished flag pro­ 
tection at its re a r end when it 
stopped to re a rra n g e its c a rs n ear 
B erlin Junction. 
The flagm an of the first train te s­ 
tified at hearings he thought rear- 
end protection w as not required 
under the operating orders of the 
m om ent. But. he said he threw out 


a lighted fuse when his train slowed 
down for the sw itching, and he also 
alighted WI til a red flag in his hand 
because signalling 
m ight be re ­ 
quired at a nearby highw ay grade 
crossing. 
The conductor of the second train 
said he w as m aintaining a lookout 
on the approach to the cu rve but 
did not observe any w arning signal. 
Stripped of technical language, 
the ICO report said the first train 
ap p arently believed it had clear use 
1 of the track ag e in the sw itching 
are a and th a t the following train 
erroneously assum ed th at the first 
train had cleared out of the area.
